“The affair was briefly this: A colored boy, 
under thirteen years of age, had been guilty of 
abusing a white female child. He was brought 
before a magistrate for examination, and after | 
a full and impartial investigation, in which 
the aceused had the assistance of counsel, he 
was held to bail in the sum of $700, in default 
of giving which he was sent to jail. 

During the progress of the investigation, a 
considerable crowd had collected in and about 


among them several persons of color. One of 
them, a man of unusual strength and courage, 
was set upon in various ways—first by boys, 
and finally by a white man, until at length 
being able to bear it no longer, he struck a 
white man. our persons then commenced 
an attack upon the negro, who kept them 
allat bay, and, protecting himself, dealt gome 
severe blows upon his assailants. In a few 
moments, however, the assaulting. party had | 
increased to such a degree that. the negro, un- 
aided and alone, was not able longer to with. | 
stand it,and betook himself to flight. 
Irom the public market honse, where this | 
scene occurred, (within fifty feet of the May- 
ors’s office, and. within hearing of not less than 
three officers of the peace,) the negro escaped 
into High street, and, passing down. High to 
Broad, directed lgs course for the bridge, a 
crowd of men and half-grown boys shouting at- 
ter hiin, ‘stop the d—d negro,’ At the corner 
of Broad and Front, he was arrested by two ei- 
tizens, who supposed him to be a fugitive from 
justice. His pursuers now coming np, he was 
taken to the vacant ground just weat of the

Dr. Baitry:--On the Sth of July inst, 
in the evening, [ addressed the citizens of Han- 
over, Ta,, on the subject of American Slavery 
Fer the most part’ good order was observed, 
gave now and then we were slightly interrupt: 
ted by a hiss or under-toned, growl,, escapin 
from slaveholding stadents present. After 
had spoken near two houra, I noticed young 
man leave his seat, and approach the ladies, 
who mostly. sat upon one gcat, and citer whig- 
pering to them, they all immediately left the 
house save one, and slic was made toregret in 
a few moments that she had not left with the 
others, for some six or eight of the twenty odd 
slaveholding students from Kentucky, Missia- 
sippi and Louisiana, who are receiving an edu- 
cation at Hanover College, arose almost simui- 
taneously, and conimenced cursing me, and 
brandishing their knives and clubs around :me, 
in such a manner as to induce the belief that 
they had premeditated mobbing me, if not my 
murder; it may however only have been‘ tha 
convulsions of the patient writhing ander the 
gashes of the, operator's knife. i 
Whilst they were carting around me, beleh- 
ing forth their horrid oaths, I heard one little 
slaycholder, whose voice indicated that he was 
neat the stature of Tom Thumb, hallooing like 
a little fury, “Stab him-—God d—n him, stick 
a. dagger to his heart~dirk him, d—n_ it, why 
don’t you dirk him.” , 
During wll of this the citizens were standing 
at a distance, holding their. hate, if not their 
clothes, “consenting” to my death, without ma- 
king any effort to prevent the shedding of blood.
